The Sanitary board states that 
when the plans for the Arlington 
Heights system were being prepar­ 
ed th at body had verbally recom­ 
mended th at separate systems be 
installed. 
At that time the law did 
not give the Sanitary board any au­ 
thority over the municipal improve­ 
ment, which it now’ has.

Prospect Board 
Cuts Vehicle Tax 
for Early Payment 


A reduction of two dollars on all 
vehicle license fees payable to the 
Village of Mount Prospect, effect­ 
ive January I, 1934, was approved 
by the Village Board last night at 
its 
regular meeting. Under the 
terms of the new ordinance all ve­ 
hicle license fees shall be paid on 
or before May I in order to obtain 
the benefit of the reduced rate. A ft­ 
er May I, the reduced rate is not 
available and the fee payable there­ 
after is based on the regular rate 
heretofore in effect. The new rates 
w’ill apply on all motor vehicles, in­ 
cluding trucks. 
In discussing the features of the 
new’ arrangement it was pointed out 
that strict enforcement of the ve­ 
hicle tax ordinance would be aided 
by inducing automobile owners and 
truck operators to obtain license 
tags early. It was also brought out 
in Ghe discussion that in order to 
fully comply with the requirements 
of the village ordinance en vehicle 
licenses, it is not only necessary to 
purchase* a tag, but the tag must 
be displayed in a prominent posi­ 
tion on the automobile.

FOR CWA MEN

Why Palatine 
unemployed 
are 
being put to w oik in other towns 
w’as explained briefly (by an official 
at the Des Plaines office 
of the 
State Bureau of Public W elfare last 
week. 
The reason is simply that 
there is not work for them in Pal­ 
atine. 
“We try to give the men work,” 
he said, “and if we receive an or­ 
der for more men in Des Plaines 
than we have unemployed men in 
Des Plaines to put on the job, we 
assign men from other towns. We 
don’t turn down the project simply 
because we haven’t enough men in 
the place where the work is. 
While figures showing the num­ 
bers of men put at CWA work in 
this territory, or the number of 
them taken from the relief rolls 
and number taken from the ranks 
of unemployed not yet on relief are 
unavailable, gangs may be seen 
near or in every community. 
Sometimes the shifting of men 
from one 
community to 
another 
leads to conflicts, as occurred in 
Barrington Tuesday when several 
Palatine boys were ordered to re­ 
port for work there. 
Barrington 
officials refused to give them work, 
so the timekeeper took their names 
and they got paid fo* doing noth­ 
ing. 
“Hardest day’s work I did in 
a long tim e,” said one of them.

Another Captured; One 
Escapes: Body Found 
Near Barrington

Crime, tragedy, fate, romance, 
and a grim but hilarious joke all 
•played tag with each other 
last 
woek in DuPage county as the re­ 
sult of a hold up a t the Whitehall 
avern on North York road Elm- 
urst. 
It all started when shortly 
• fore 3 a. rn. 
last W ednesday 
when five young men walked into 
the place and with the command of 
“this is a stick up— no fooling,” 
lined about 60 guests against the 
wall and relieved them of $ 1,000 in 
cash and some jewelry. 
Today one of the five is dead, 
another dying in a hospital was 
m arried, two more are in custody 
facing charges of robbery with a 
gun and the fifth m ember is m iss­ 
ing. 
But first the laugh— is on the lawT 
officers of whom alm ost half a doz­ 
en were present when the hold up 
took place. Some of them lost only 
money, another had his gun taken 
aw ay andthrow n out of the win­ 
dow, still another, a high county 
officer, lost his badge of authority 
and to top it all, fate and not the 
law caught the bandits. 
Now’ for the tragedy and ro­ 
mance.

crime, gave the youth a dollar b i l l 
wbth a request to get medical help. 
The youth believed it all very sus­ 
picious and reported the m atter to 
police instead. 
The place was surrounded. Titus 
tried to swum across a river to es­ 
cape. but nearly drowned as he was 
caught 
and 
finally 
brought 
to 
W heaton jail for A rthur Bennett, 
chief deputy sheriff had broadcast 
a radio alarm for the crew’ shortly 
a fte r the holdup took place and he 
hurried down there

A Few Changes in Rules 
The basketball rules have experi­ 
enced a few alterations this season. 
In past years the ball was put in 
play at center at the start of the 
second and fourth quarters, but this 
seaso nit is put in play right where 
it was when the previous quarter 
ended. 
If a held ball is tossed up 
for a jump at that point and if in 
the possession of a player, it is giv­ 
en to his team out of bounds where 
it was when the gun sounded.
